Viessage From Zionist Movement 


i he Zionist movement, a Passover message 
was issued by Dr. Abba Hillel Silver. “No military 
repressions,”” he said, “will stop the Jews in 
Palestine until fellow-Jews in Europes concentra- 
tio imps and all over the world can share with 
them the God-given right to freedom, to national 
liberation in the of Israel.” 

Judge Joseph M. Proskauer, head of the Amerti- 
can Jewish Committee, spoke of the millhons of 
human beines who “await the dawn of true 
freedom They await liberation from fears, 
frustrations and doubts about the future. Their 
appeal is to the democratic peoples tor liberation 
from physical and emotional shackles.” 

Speaking for the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, the oldest and largest organised 
religious body, Dr. Maurice N. Eisendrath, is 
President, expressed the wish that there be “a 
modern exodus of the displaced Jews of Europe to 
Palestine, the United States, and to other lands.” 

\ided by the Army, Navy and the Veterans 
Administration, the National Jewish Welfare Board 
made Passover observance possible for Jewish 
service personnel in the Europe, Pacific areas, north 
and south Atlantic bases, and hundreds of military 
ay throughout the United States. The J.W.B. 
as already shipped 10,000 pounds of matzot, 850 
palions of wine, and more than 10,000 pounds of 
Osher victuals to camps and hospitals. Jewish 
Chaplains have conducted Seder services for men 
unable to obtain Pesach Ieave.

PUBLIC SEDARIM IN POLAND 


Public Sedarim were the dominating feature of 
Polish Jewry'’s Passover this year. About 150 such 
functions were arranged by Jewish Communities 
and Zionist Organisauions in towns and villages 
throughout the country In Warsaw, the Seder 
was held in. the city’s only remaining synagogue 
Among the guests were hich officers of the Polish 
Forces, members of the Soviet garrison, and 
Government representatives 

Groups of Jewish soldiers who had been granted 
Passover leave, took part in public Sedarim in 
Wroclaw (Breslau), Lodz, and Lublin 


Belsen to Palestine 


On Erev Pesach the first legal transport of 360 
D.P.s, under the so-called “ Operation Grand 
National,” leit Bocholt in the Brittssh zone of 
Germany for Palestine. They were prepared for 
emigration by a combined team of welfare workers. 

Ihe question, “ Why is this 
night different from all other 
nights?"" could well have been F 
asked by any one of the 60 fF 
children at the farewell cere- 
mony the evening before depar- 
ture. For this was a night they 
would never forget. They heard 
Dr. Meyer Katz, of the Jewish 
Agency, tell them that the com- 
munity in Palestine was awaiting 
this first transport to leave 
Germany since the liberation. 

At the departure of the train 
next morning, Col. Dawson 
represented Unrra, and Luicut.- 
Col. Billington represented the 
D.P. Division of the Control 
Commission. 

On Friday, the DPs iit 
Marseilles on the Providence on 
the last stage of their journey. 

On board, the ex-Belsen in- 
mates—truly “‘liberated"’ for the 
firsts time—celebrated Passover 
with Singing and dancing. Two 
Sedarim were held, one in a 
strictly traditional manner, and 
the other in accordance with 
modern Palestinian custom, The 
deck, on which the passengers 
danced the Hora, was decorated 
with the flags of nine Zionist 
groups, ranging from Revisionisis 
to Hashomer Hatzair,

Miole-Rats, Gazelle, and Ibex 


The crested larks and the Continental robins in 
Palestine sing only very htth compared with 
English skylarks and robins But few animals are 
spurred on to greater energy by the promise ol 
spring than the mole-rat, tough creature of the 
Judean hills which everywhere throws up lustily 
those round hillocks of soil which remind us of the 
activities of the common mole in Europe The 
Syrian mole-rat 1s a common animal around 
Jerusalem, but one rarely catches sight of u 

One of the war's worst effects upon Palestine has 
been the loss of so much of its wild life. Much 
of uw has been the prey of the hunter, and never 
before has so much wild country been opened up 
and disturbed. When my father visited Palestine 
20 years ago there were always red gazelle and 
ibex to be seen on the hills that border the road 
from Jerusalem to the Dead Sea. Probably not a 
score of ibex now remain in all Palestine; the 
unique Palestine leopard has been almost extermi- 
nated—Tel-Aviv Zoo, early last year, still treasured 
George.’ a specimen from Saftad—and excepting 
in the hilly south gazelle are now rarely seen. In 
Transjordan, where ibex have been shot ruthlessly 
for meat, the story is even more shameful, The 
ibex, which before the war inhabited the Wadi 
Kel, the wadi at Ein Gedi. and south of Mah 
Saba, have been exterminated. Many fine heads 
of horns have been brought by the hunters into 
Beersheba, but the Nubian ibex may well be extinct 
in Palestine in the next decade unless the preserve 
near Aqaba affords sufficient breeding stock to 
repopulate the hills. The gazelle is still seen within 
a few miles of Hebron and the leopard probably 
along the borders of Syria and Transjordan’s 
desert: but. like the lions of India, thew days are 
numbered.

Jews Want Friendship With Troops 


The attitude of the Jewish population towards the 
British soldier was a mixture of resentment and 
an almost wistful desire to be frend!y [here was 
not any deep hostility, but the relationship had been 
very largely affected by the treatment of illegal 
immigrants, since the soldiers seemed to symbolise 
to the Jews the power which was turning away boat- 
loads of Jews from the shores of their Homeland

MIDDLE EAST AFFAIRS 
The Arab Situation 


(By a Jewrsn Curonicie Reporter] 


Bachad devoted a whole-day seminar to the 
Arabs and the Middle East last week The first 
lecture was given by Major Af S. Eban, head of 
the Information Department of the Jewish Agency, 
who depicted the historn backe ound ol the 
Middle East and went On to discus Zionism and 
the Arab World.” He described the siuation im 
each of the Arab countnes; the over-popuiaton 
in some with their dwindling and diminishing 
resources (as in Egypt) and the under-population 
ara untapped potentialities in others (as in Iraq). 
He also contrasted the extreme poverty and great 
riches which existed in those countries, and dis- 
pelied some popular theories by stating that pros- 
pects in the Middle East depended only slightly on 
agriculture and much more on self-supporting 
INGUSLIICS. 

Jewish and Arab political conflicts, Major Eban 
said. were very real and deep, representing rival 
clams which could only be. adjudicated on Dy 
others 

He showed how Zionism harmonised with the 
objective needs of the Middk East by providing 
scientific agriculture, industrial development, and 
large capital. What was needed, he said, was not 
an Arab League but a Middle Eastern League tn 
which all pational entities could une .for the 
common good, 


Arab Feuds 


Mr. P. Heydt. of the Middle Eastern Depart. 
ment of the Jewish Agency, spoke of the rise of 
Arab Nationalism. After outlining its growth and 
developmem, and the various factors connected 
with it, he said that Arab Nationalism was very 
real but was undermined by party strifes and 
family feuds 

Mr. Shlomo Maurer spoke of the non-Arab 
minorities and States in the Middle East, such as 
the Kurds in Iraq, the Copts in Egypt, the 
Armenians. the Assyrians, and Turkey Britain 
and France. he said, had shaped the Middle East 
in the light of their own specific interests, even 
at times at the cost of sacrificing their own sup- 
porters. . Exterminatidn and deportation seemed to 
have been the minority solution, and he gave warn- 
ing that the Jews were in danger -of being the next 
on the list 

The seminar concluded with a lecture by Mr. 
Arieh Handler on “ The political set-up of the 
Middle East.” He thought the Arabs had made 
considerable headway during the last ten or IS 
years even by European standards. In spite of 
their weaknesses they were emerging as a political 
force, whose tmportance was enhanced by the 
growing rift between Europe and the Asiatic 
nawons. 

Ihe Arab League, he sai’, had been formed by 
Great Britain as a bulwark against German 
influence before and at the beginning of the war 
It had an added usefulness im that it enabled 
Great Britain to deal with the seven Arab States 
as one bloc.

SONCINO CHUMASH 


| have just seen page 1,000 of the new Soncino 
Chumash, which is being edited by the Rev. Dr. 
Abraham Cohen. of Birmingham, and which 1s 
being printed, of course, by the Soncino Press as 
part of its new series “ The Books of the Bible.” 
Several of the volumes have already been published 
and have been noticed in these columns, and the 
new Pentateuch, which will contain well over the 
thousand pages, should have been published last 
December. As with most books. however, it has 
been a victim of the fuel crisis and has been 
delayed for three or four months. Many friends 
have asked me trom ume to ume in what respect 
thes new Soncrno Chumash will differ from the 
Soncino Chumash edited by the late Chief Rabbi; 
Dr. Hertz, and I cah now answer by quoting from 
Lr. Cohen's Preface: 

‘Tt does not supply cxeectical notes which combine 
moxicrn scholarship and traditiona) Jewish lore, because an 
edition on these lines was cdited by the late Chiet 
Rabbi . To avoid duplication and yet include the whole 
of the Hebrew Scriptures in the Soncino Books of the 
Bible an ambitious plan was adopted which has never 
been attempted before. viz.. to present a digest of the 
commentaries of the most famous Jewish expositors. In 
making a selection from the large number of commentators 
available. those of representative character, included in the 
Rible edition known as Mikraoth Gedoloth, have been 
followed.”” 

In a special Introduction, Mr. Maurice Simon 
gives details of these famous commentators 


DR. VICTOR GOLDSCHMIDT 


Dr. Victor Goldschmidt, who died the other 
week, was a member of perhaps the most 
distinguished of contemporary Jewish families. 
Some fifteen or twenty of its members have gained 
admission to the standard dictionaries of biography 
during the past century. They include scientists, 
economists, statesmen, artists, philosophers, men 
of letters, and bankers. Victor oldschmidt 
himself belonged to the first category. He was 
the founder of modern geo-chemistry and held a 
chair in his subject in the University of Oslo. 
German in origin, the family has spread over the 
civilised world. Victor Goldschmidt was himscif 
born in Switzerland fifty-nine years ago, and other 
Members are to be found in North and South 
America, France, Austria, Holland, and Italy, as 
well as mm this country, 


AN HISTORIC FAMILY 


Many of these men, distinguished in so many 
paths in hie, go back to Benedict Salomon 
Goldschmidt, the stry<ook of Frankfort, who 
flourished at the beginning of last century. He 
in his turn was descended from Meyer Gold- 
schmidt, otherwise Cassel, who had come to 


Frankfort from Cassel in the earlier half of the 
seventeenth century, But there was an earlier 
Goldschmidt family resident wn Frankfort more 
than a hundred years earlier and this had, on the 
expulsion of the Jews from Frankfort in 1614, 
settled in Cassel and seems to be identical not 
only with the later Goldschmidt family of 
Frankfort but also with the well-known Anglo- 
Jewish family of Goldsmid, which when it was 
domiciled in Cassel was of course Goldschmidt. 
All three famihes are members of the tribe of 
Levi. In England we have among the members of 
the second Frankfort family, Lady Fitzgerald and 
Mr. Frank Goldsmith, sometime member of the 
House of Commons. More remote and outside the 
Jewish Community are the Knight of Kerry and 
Lady George Wellesicy. Ellen, Countess of 
Desart, the first woman to be a Senator of 
Fire, was a sister of Lady Fitzgerald Other 
English descendants of Benedict Goldschmidt were 
Mrs. Alice Model. Henri Bischoffsheim, and Si: 
Max Bonn.

Economic Sanctions 


A Government commumaué, issued on Thursday 
of last week. stated that “ arrangements have been 
made to secure full priority distribution tor essen- 
taal services of the Arab areas Ihe arrange- 
ments were made following consultation beciween 
the Government and the oi companics 

The decision announced by the Palestine 
Government last week to make the community pay 
for the damage caused by Jewish terrorists to the 
Haifa oi cannot possibly be 
umplemented. . Steps have been taken, however, to 
penalise the Jewish Community as a whole by 
cutting down its supphes of oil This will bear 
particularly harshly on Jewish industrial develop- 
ment. since factories will probably be deprived of 
the on essential to keep them working 

Apart from the racial discrimination involved, 
cables our Jerusalem correspondent, these arrange- 
ments must lead to an increased cost of hving. 
Arab arcas will most certainly buy far more oil 
than they legitimately need and will sell the surplus 
to Jews at black market prices, just as was the 
case over food fationing in war time when 
unwanted Arab surpluses were disposed of to Jews 
at inflated prices 

It would, perhaps, take years to repair the 
damage to the oil installations, the Public Informa- 
tion Officer said. Only oi for Palestine consump- 
tion had been affected by the fire, he added 

An official of the Palestine Government, com- 
menting on the attack on the oil installations, said, 
according to a Jerusalem report-in the New York 
Times, that # would certainly imcrease reluctance 
on the part of American interests to run the pro- 
posed new pipelines to Palestine the official 1s 
also quoted as having stated that the imsecurity of 
oil supplies more than any other factor might cause 
the American Government to reconsider its sup- 
port of Zronism He added that American oil 
interests in the Middle East were rapidly becoming 
as important as those of the British 


LOOKING AFTER THE BEDUIN 


The High Commissioner for Palestine last week 
visited the drought-stricken area of Southern 
Palestine and announced measures taken by the 
Government to alleviate the hardships caused to 
local Beduin 

Ihe Government, General Cunningham 
had remitted tithes paid in Beersheba and had 
allocated £100,000 for relief works on roads, water 
supplies, and malarial prevention. The flour ration 
would he trebled to six kilogfammes a month in 
the Beersheba district and to eight kilogrammes in 
Beersheba sell Ihe Government also intended 
to buy fodder and distribute ut as a loan, to. be 
repard without interest over two years 

Other Government concessions were made to 
attract the Beduin. who had moved north, back to 
the south,

TWO DEPORTATION SHIPS 
HOLED 


Hagana Claim Responsibility 
[From our Correspondent—Jert SALEM} 


Ihe Palestine Government announced that a hole 
had been blown in the keel of the Ocean 
Vigour as the vessel lay in Famagusta Harbour, 
yprus causing Us immobilisation. 

The Ocean Vigour arrived in Cyprus on Monday 
of last week with Jewish refugees from the 
Moledeth 

Official sources in Jerusalem stated that the 
explosion may have been caused by a limpet mine. 
About 5.30 in the morning a man was seen swim- 
ming near by but no attention was paid to him. 
Ihe explosion, which occurred two hours later, 
blew a hole in the stern of the ship and flooded 
one hold 

An explosion, resulting in a hole being blown in 
the vessel's hull, is officially reported to have taken 
place in a second deportation ship, the Empire 
Rival. while sailing from Haifa to Port Said. The 
Empire Rival, it will be recalled, was damaged by 
limpet mines in Haifa last August 

Ihe Empire Rival. had just taken 750 relugecs 
who had arrived on the Bracha Fuld back to 
Palestine from Cyprus 

The “Jewish Resistance Movement” in Palestine 
claimed responsibility for the damage to the Ocean 
Vigour. and declared, in leaflets, that the fight for 
immigration and the flow of immigrants to 
Palestine would soon increase considerably. 


PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATIONS 
VISIT PALESTINE 
Eighteen members of the U.S. Congress. who are 
attending the Congress of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Linion in Caro, landed at Lydda airport in Pales- 
tine on Sunday They were entertained to lunch 
by Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, and, after touring Jerusalem, 
visited Tel-Aviv in the afternoon 
The previous Thursday, 21 members of the 
Rumanian Parliament, including some Jews, arrived 
in Haifa on their way to the Congress of the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union in Cairo. They were met on 
behalf of the Jewish Agency by Dr. Friiz Bernstein. 
Receptions for the guests were arranged by the 
Vaad Leumi and the Central Committee of the 
General Federation of Jewish Labour A tour of 
the country, mm particular the Jewish setilement in 
the Emek Jezreel, was also arranged 
Ihe Bulgarian delegation eniertaimed 
together with the Rumanian delegation. on Friday. 
visit by a delegation of Brittssh Parhamen- 
tanans has also been announced 
Ihe French Minister for the Colonies, who 1s 


leading the French Parliamentary delegation, said 


m Cairo that the French people had every 
sympathy with Jewish immigration into Palestine, 
especially in view of the mass slaughter of Jews.

FURTHER GRUNER APPEAL 
REJECTED 

The Palestine High Court rejected an application 
on Monday for leave to appeal by Mr. Isracl 
Rokach, the Mayor of Tal-Aviv, against the death 
sentence passed on Dov Gruner, the Jewish 
terrorist. The grounds of the appeal were that the 
sentence was unconstitutional and should be = set 
aside 

In. dismissing the application, the High Court 
held that the Mayor had no /ocus siandi. 

Ihe court mamtamed that the mulitary courts, 
which the petitioner challenged, were established a 
decade ago without regard to Jews or Arabs. The 
petiuioner’s submission that as the Head of a Jewish 
Community he was interested in the rights and 
welfare of the citizens of his areas, was untenabic 

Ihe military courts applied to all Palestine, and 
the Detence and Emergency Regulations had no 
special bearing on Jews as such 

Leave to appeal to the Privy Council was also 
refused on the grounds that the Supreme Court 
had no jurisdiction in that matter , 

It ws expected that an appeal will be made 
directly to the Privy Council in London. 

The Palestine Government has announced that 
further death sentences will be stayed automatically 
pending the outcome of the legal battle for 
Gruner’s life There are now seven Jews under 
sentence of death in Jerusalem Central Prison. The 
sentences on.two of them, Meir Feinstein and 


Danie! Azulai, have not yet been confirmed by the 
GOK. 


TWO MORE DEATH SENTENCES 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 

Thirty-three witnesses for the prosecution, were 
heard at the trial last week of four young men who 
were arrested after the attack on the Jerusalem 
railway station last October. 

Two of the accused, Meir Feinstein and Daniel 
Azulat, who were sentenced to death, said they 
were members of the Jewish Liberation Army, and 
refused to recognise the jurisdiction of the military 
court, demanding treatment as prisoners of war. 

The two other men, Massoud Bouton and Moshe 
Horowitz, who were acquitted, claimed they were 
wrongfully arrested, and the evidence against them 
by troopers of the Transjordan Arab Legion and 
other Arabs who caught them showed many 
contradictions. 


Special Sedarim were held in Jerusalem Central 
Prison. One was held for Dov Gruner and the six 
other men now under sentence of death. There 
was another for the remaining Jewish prisoners.

LADY FLETCHER ON JEWISH D.P.s 
“ Britain Has Let Them Down” 


Speaking at. the Liberal Luncheon Club in 
London last week, Lady Fletcher, who has been

THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE 


[HE offer by the Federation of Synagogues to contribute 
$1000 a year towards the maintenance of the Chiel 
Rabbinate, on condition that they have adequate represen- 
tation in the Electoral College, raises the whole question— 
and it is one of fundamental importance to Anglo-Jewry 
~ of the composition and functions of the Electoral 
College, whose task it will be to elect the Chief Rabbi. 


4 correspondent in our last issue, Mr. Harry Kanner, 
rightly pointed out that conditions to-day have changed 
since the last election to the Chief Rabbinate in. 1912. 
During the past 35 years “ the power” in the community 
has passed from a few leading families to “ the individual 
member of the Synagogue.” It is true that “the power ~ 
is exercised by a few outstanding personalities in_ the 
Anglo-Jewish Community, but in this democratic age they 
exercise “the power” not on their own behalf, as thei 
forebears did at the beginning otf the century, but on 
behalf of “the individual member of the Synagogue ~ in 
whom “ the power ” ts now rightly vested. 


It is. right, therefore, that the precedent of 1912 should 
not be too rigidly followed in 1947, and on this occasion the 
Electoral College must broaden its base m order to reflect 
the viewpoint of “the individual member of the Syna- 
gogue ”. There are. of course. difficulties in drawing up a 
scheme for representation in the Electoral College which 
will be satisfactory to all the various interests concerned. 
Some communities are unable or unwilling to make large 
contributions to the Fund; but it is imperative if the new 
Chief Rabbi ts to exercise his proper influence in the 
community that he should be someone who would meet 
with the approval of the majority of “the individual 
members of the Synagogue.” On the other. hand, those 
who make the larger material contribution are entitled to 
have their views duly considered. The problem of recon- 
ciling these two aspects with a view to finding a solution 
must be cxamined 


One cannot ignore the viewpoint expressed by Man- 
chester, as it 1s probably representative of the opinion of 
other communities in the Provinces. Manchester's views 
are expressed thus : As the Chiet Rabbi resides in London, 
and his personal services are mostly available to the 
London Community, and having regard to their responsi- 
bility for their own Beth Din and Mbnisterial positions, 
their financtal contribution to the Chief Rabbi's Fund will 
be only nominal. London must face the problem of the 
Provinces, and the Provinces must face the problem of 
London, It is desirable to point out that the United Syna- 
gozue has special obligations in relation to the Chief 
Rabbinate which are imposed on it by the United 
Synagogue Act 1870, Sec. 5, and the Deed of Foundation 
and Trust 1871, Clause 2. The combined effect of these 
two documents is that the United Synagogue ts under an 
odligation first to contribute with other Jewish bodies to 
the maintenance of the Chief Rabbi and of the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Court, ie. the Dayanim, and secondly, whenever a 
Vacancy shall occur in the office of Chief Rabbi, or in any 
other ofhce supported partly by the United Synagogue and 
partly by other bodies, the Council of the United Syna- 
vogue shall arrange with the other bodies contributing to 
the maintenance of such respective offices as to the mode 
ot election, and all details connected therewith (Deed of 
Foundation and Trust, Clause 8). 


lt would appear from the United’ Synagogue Act and 
the Deed of Foundation and Trust that they envisage the 
Dayanim’s being appointed by the Electoral College and 
maintained out of the Chief Rabbi's Fund, instead of being 
appointed and maintained by the United Synagogue as 
they are at the present time. In view of their duties and 
responsibilities, which extend beyond the Capital, this 
alteration in appountment and mode of remuneration would 
appear. to be desirable, and, moreover, it would be in 
contormity with the intentions expressed in the United 
Synagogue Act and the Deed of Foundation and Trust. 


To return to the major problem—namely, the composi- 
tion of the Electoral College. It is advisable, in the changed 
cucumstances of to-day, that it should be divided ir.to 
two Councils, the first the “Selection Council,” and the 
other the “Election Council.” All Synagogues which 
contribute to the Chief Rabbi's Fund should have at least 
one vote (the actual number of votes to be dependent on 
membership) on the Selection Council, whose function 
would be finally, after due consideration, to nominate from 
the List of Candidates, say, two suitable ones for presenta- 
tion to the Election Council, who in turn would elect one 
to be Chief Rabbi. All Synagogues which support the 
Chief Rabbis Fund should have representation on the 
Election Council in direct relationship to their contribution 
to the Fund. Many of the smaller but none the less impor- 
tant Synagogues in the Provinces—those sturdy outposts of 
Jewry—might for this purpose be combined together as 


an electoral unit to elect a delegate to the Election Council. 
Membership on the Selection Council, however, should 
bear direct relationship to the number of “ the members tn 
the Synagogue.” For example, each of the Congregations 
in North Wales should have one vote on the Selection 
Council. but one vote shared by them and Chester on the 
Election Council. “ The individual members of the Syna- 
gogue ” would be directly represented in the choice of the 
two final candidates; they would then be collectively repre- 
sented by one vote on the Election Council. This scheme 
would give to the United Synagogue a minority in votes 
on the Selection Council but a majority of votes on the 
Election Council; the reason being that the membership of 
the United Synagogue is less than the combined member- 
ship of all other Synagogues concerned, but its financial 
contribution is greater than that of the other Synagogues 
combined. Accordingly, while the future Chief Rabbi 
should be one of the two candidates selected by popular 
vote, the responsibility for his election would be determined 
by those upon whom the financial burden falls. A Chief 
Rabbi chosen by popular vote, and elected in these circum- 
stances, would have greater influence in the community. 


It would be desirable—and it should be possible—tor the 
Election Council to remain in being, in the form of a small 
representative committee elected from it, after the Electoral 
College had been dissolved, in order to act as Trustees, to 
collect the subscriptions to and to administer the Chief 
Rabbi's Fund. While they would not exercise any powers 
over the Chief Rabbinate, they would elect to any vacancies 
among the Dayanim candidates who were first approved 
by the Chief Rabbi. In view of the special responsibilities 
of the United Synagogue, it should provide the 
Secretariat to the Trustees. In this: democratic age, the 
views of “the individual member of the Synagogue” in 
whom “the power’ in communal matters is now to be 
located, must be respected. The amount of influence which 
a new Chief Rabbi will exercise will in the end depend 
upon the numerical strength of “the individual members 
of the Synagogue” whose support he enjoys, and not, as in 
1912, upon the influence of a few outstanding families. 

The Council of the United Synagogue, on whom the 
responsibility and wisdom for the composition of the 
Electoral College depends, will surely realise not only its 
obligation to the Synagogues in the British Commonwealth 
and Empire who acknowledge and submit to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Chief Rabbi, but also its responsibilities to 
the Chief. Rabbinate if that office is to continue to be 
held in that high degree of esteem which it has always 
enjoyed, 


AGENCY'S URGENT TASK 

THE imminent Assembly of the United Nations in May to 
consider the Palestine. problem imposes heavy tasks upon the 
Jewish Agency. The office established by the Agency in New 
York under Dr. Nahum Goldmann’s direction becomes a 
front-line post of Zionism’s political struggle. But the battle 
is waged over a world-wide arena, in which the Jewish cause 
must enlist allies on its behalf. The Jewish world is anxiously 
Waiting to observe signs of activity in this field. Many States 
which have no specific interest in the Palestine issue must now 
influence in its settlement. Latin American 
Republics, West European States, and the Scandinavian bloc, 
yong others, are called upon to advise on an issue in 
Whose mtricate complexities they have never been versed. It 
is essential to explain to them, therefore, the principles on 
which the Jewish people base their claim to security and 
national status, and to formulate moderate and workable pro- 
posals whereby these principles may be fulfilled. Although 
the May Assembly has been called m the interests of quicker 
procedure, it may decide to initiate a discussion on the 
substance of the Palestine problem. For this reason those 
engaged in preparing the Jewish case must regard May and 
not September as their zero hour, and it ts the responsibility of 
Di. Goldmann and his American colleagues to ensure that 
Jewish prospects are not prejudiced by any avoidable omission 
or delay. 


CHALLENGE TO TERRORISM 


Mr. BEN-GURION'S speech to the Vaad Leumi calls attention 
tu the grave threat directed by the terrorist movements to the 
authority of the Yishuv’s representative institutions, The 
terrorist movement is not only a factor of discord in Zionism’s 
external relations; it ts also, perhaps primarily, a bid for power 
through violence. Terrorists would “ liberate" the Yishuv 
from the Mandatory Power, in order to enslave it by subjection 
to themselves. It is for this reason that many sympathetic 
observers have long felt that any acquiescence in. terrorist 
activities must logically end in terrorist domination. These 
grave predictions seem now to be in process of being fulfilled, 
to judge from the reports that come from Tel-Aviv and other 
places of the methods of the terrorists in enforcing their 
demands. The question is whether the Yishuv is to be pre- 
vented through its unenviable political relationship with Great 
Britain from withstanding the pretensions of a gangster regime 
within its very midst. The virtue of Mr. Ben-Gurion’s pro- 
nouncement was that it recognised these facts as they are. 
lis only defect is that it comes so late. It is impossible to 
justify apathy towards terrorism by citing the dangers of civil 
war. To accept this as a deterrent in all the circumstances 
is to offer the terrorists a green light and complete immunity 
against any check being imposed by the community whose 
authority they flout. The Jewish world will await with svm- 
pathy and concern the active steps which must follow on Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s vehement <attack. The terrorist current is 
damaging to the Jewish cause in every respect. It is too early 
to enumerate its full damage, but unless its perilous course is 


arrested now it may become too Jate to save anything from 
the consequent ruin.

AMONG the islands in the Eastern Mediterranean, Cyprus has 


come, through recent events, to occupy a foremost plac in, 
contemporary Jewish annals. As far back 

chapters of Genesis (x, 4), however, reference is made to its 
inhabitants, who are mentioned alongside those of Rhodes. And 


the latter island, which was last week transferred with the whole 
Dodecanese Group to the control of Greece, has a history of 
outstanding Jewish imterest. Rhodes was an early centre of 
civilisation, and it has been ruled by one sovereign power after 
another, by Greeks and Romans, Saracens and ‘ iders 
Turks and Italians. Throughout the ages it has had an 
important Sefardic Community,which suffered many vic des 
under pagan, Christian, and Mohammedan rule successively 
One crisis occurred in 1840, when a ritual murder calumny was 


levelled against the Jews of Rhodes together with then 
coreligionists in Damascus and other parts of the Ottoman 
Empire. It was then that Sir Moses Montefiore made his 
famous journey from London to Constantinople, and ned 
the Sultan's Firman which vindicated and liberated the Jey 
warded 


On his return home from this mission, Sir Moses was 

by Queen Victoria with the privilege of adding supporters to 
his coat-of-arms inscribed with the word “Jerusalem” 0 
Hebrew letters. In 1912, Rhodes was occupied by Italy, and 
more recently became a Fascist military stronghold. Under 
the German occupation in 1944, the Jewish Community, then 
numbering 2,000, were rounded up and sent to Auschwitz 
Only 303 are known to have survived. Since the Irberation 
of two years ago, Rhodes has been under temporary Britis! 
administration until its present transfer to Greece. Ihe histo! 
ot this island has epitomised something of the roman: nd 


tragedy of the world-wide Jewish dispersal. Nor should one 
forget that it gave its name (from a supposed resemblance i 
shape) to the State of Rhode Island in America. whe Rog 
Williams first established religious liberty in the New Wor'd :

Hebrew Studies in England 


England, farther removed than other countries 
lrom the centre of cultural activity in Europe. fel: 
the influence of the Renaissance and the Reforma 
uuon correspondingly later, In the particular case 
of Hebrew, the absence of anv Jewish Communit, 
(apart from some tew Jewish converts) made the task 
of learning Hebrew rather difficult if not impos 
sible. But once the movement had begun 
English scholars spared no efforts to acquire a 
knowledge of the Hebrew language and literature 
At first Englishmen went abroad to study and late: 
returned to teach Hebrew privately, in UNniversilics 
and schools. The Marian persecution forced man) 
Reformers to reside abroad and resulted in thet 
Studying Hebrew in Geneva. Zurich. Basle. and 
othe important centres of the Relormation Per- 
seculions abroad brought many scholars and 
Hebraists io this. country. thus p oviding a furthe: 
stimulus to English students. Others travelled to 
the Netherlands as preachers to the English com- 
munities there and manifestly came into contact 
with Hebrew Studies throueh both Jews nd non 
Jews 

By the end of the century the study of Hebrew 
(as well as the COvmate languages Arama Syriac, 
and Arabic) was firmly founded this Couniry. 
As a result ol 1loreign mfluence and native endea- 
vour the study of Hebrew became an established 
feature of English cultural life It was taught 
in the universities and in various public schools 
such as Westminster and Merchant Taylors’ as a 
part of the student's curriculum. Hebrew was put 
on the some Footng as, and was at times mor: 
popular than, both Latin and Greek. One of the 
first Regis Protessorships established by Henry 
Vill at Oxford and Cambridge was allocated to 
Hebrew. Cardinal Wolsey founded a trilingual col- 
lege devoted specihcally to the study of the. tres 
linguae: -Latin, Greek, and Hebrew. Grammniars 
and lexicons tor English students were published 
and the works, published and MS... of Enelsh 
divines and humanists display an imposing range 
ol original Hebrew scholarship. By the turn of the 
century one Hebraist had written long and sus 
tained letters in Hebrew; another had composed 
a Hebrew grammar in Latin hexameters as well 
as poems in Hebrew, Aramaic, and Syriac, on the 
occasion .of the Gunpowder Plot: some scholars 
had written Hebrew poems commemorating the 
death of Queen Elizabeth and in praise of James | 
on his accession; one saintly scholar even prayed 
in Hebrew.

THE MISSION OF CHASSIDISM 


Chassidism was a polsical religious movement 
aiming at the restoration of happiness in human hfe, 
Rabbi A. Babad told a meeting of the B'nai Brith 
First Lodge of England, held at the Rose Hertz 
Hall recently. Mr. Toeman presided. 

At the time of the inception of Chassidism, said 
Rabbi Babad. the Jews were suffering from external 
oppression; the learned and the rich ruled the 
community and the common man was oppressed 
and ignored; and an atiempt had been mdde to 
explain the Mitzvoth by evoking philosophy. 
Chassidism attempted to reconcile on the one hand 
science and religion, and on the other, the siriet 
observance of the Mitzvoth with every-day hie. 
One of its main achievements was the restoration 


-of the rights of the common man within the Jewish 


Community. 

Describing the customs and practices, of the 
Chassidim, whose life centred around the figure of 
the Zaddik. or Rebbe, as he came to be called later, 
Rabbi Babad said that Chassidism safeguarded 
Judaism from the fate which befell it m Western 
Europe, and from the philosophical theories of 
matenalhsm.

“KASHER POULTRY” 


from Councillor BERNARD MUSHIN 
To the Editor of the JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sie —It is most regrettable that attention to this 
“growing evil” of what you aptly describe as the 
“scandalous state of affairs’ in the Kasher poultry 
trade is more than overdue What contrast 
between the courageous letter of Mrs. Iwi and the 
feeble reply of an anonymous “Dealer! The sole 

ertinent point in the “Dealer's Views” is that so 

lone as certain sections of the public are prepared 
to pay exorbitant prices it will be almost impossible 
to stamp out this practice MH, as he states, not 
one per cent of English-bred poultry could be 
bought at “control price,” how does he explain 
the not unreasonable amount of English poultry 
on sale in some. non-Jewish poulterers at the 
controlled price. a price which, incidentally, was 
only recently doubled! It is no excuse that because 
the stock would inevitably be bought above the 
controlled price therefore we might as well do 
hkewrse 

While in no way wishing to belittle the efforts 
of the Chairman and others of his association, the 
major responsibility must rest with the dealers, 
who, in my opinion, will never “sell at smaller 
profits” tt is equally as fantastic to suggest 
umporting killed poultry for the poorer members 
of the Jewish public, who, we must fear, would 
never be able to obtain it for the same reason. 
Not alone, as Mr. Joseph remarks, is “Kashrut 
the prerogative of those that find money no 
object,”” but many of these detestable Kasher 
traders parade in Synagogues as the height of 
sanculy 

As you declare, it is therefore—in the interests of 
the community—a clear-cut issue for the Jewish 
ecclesiastical authorities It ws most difficult to 
obtain evidence against these “black marketcers.”’ 
for whom prison is the only deterrent, but although 
penalties which may be imposed for these offences 
include a sentence of seven years’ penal servitude, 
the mercy of the courts allows leniency when they 
are. convicted even to dismissal under the 
Probation of Offenders Act. Similarly, the policy 
of the Ministry of Food. for reasons | do not know. 
appears to be very much against reNocation of 
licences. In Stepney, after great effort, there have 
recently meen a dozen or Success! ul 
some of previous offenders, but this barely touches 
the fringes of the problem. [It therefore devoives 
on the Beth Din to make a determined gesture, by 
revoking the licences of guilty traders, who have 
brought, and are bringing, discredit on us, as not 
fit and proper persons to hold the hcences, and I 
feel sure they will have the co-operation of local 
Food Control Committees. As an extreme measure 
after first warning the poulterers’ trade, they might 
forbid for a period the kilhne of all Kashe:

[The Joint Advisory Committee on Agricultural 
Education set out in their important “ Interim 
Report on Agricultural and Horticultural 
tutes "’ (H.M. Stationery Office, Is.) the general 
principles on which Farm Institute training should 
be based. The report stresses that the basic course 
should be one in general agriculture biased accord- 
ing to the characteristic farming of the district. 
Selected Institutes should also provide specialised 
courses in poultry husbandry and variant courses 
adapted for women students. e Advisory Com- 
mittee’s long-term objective is an _ Institute in 
almost all counties, the need of which is obvious 
when the vital place agriculture occupies in our 
national life 1s considered, It is, therefore, most 
appropriate to draw the attention of the Jewish 
public to the work of the Bachad Farm Institute 
at Thaxted, Essex, which provides a one-year 
course for young people between the ages of 15 
and 18 in the science of agriculture under the 
direcnon of a traimed agriculturist. The farm 
itself, of some 381 acres of heavy productive land, 
thus provides the main instrument of teaching and 


is also the centre of all practical work, which is. 


one of the recommendations of the above- 
mentioned report. This course also provides a 
good preparation for agricultural students ‘pro- 
ceeding to the university. As all who are familiar 
with the fine spirit of the Bachad Fellowship will 
be aware, the students at the Farm Institute also 
obtain a sound education in Judaism and are 
imbued with the ideals of a great movement.

Two Austrian Jews. Dr. Franz Kind and Dr

the production of a synthetic detergent which will 
make available large quantitics of soap for housce-

The product has passed successfully through pilot 
plant tests and full production should start in April 
Quantities to be manufactured will be equivalent to 
about 15,680,000 Ib of ordinary soaps per year. 

Dr Kind was born in 1902. and studied im the 
department of chemistry of the Philosophical! 
Faculty of Vienna University and later at Berlin 
University and Charlottenburg Technische 
Hochschule. 

Dr. Tugendhat was born in 1898. He studied 
at the Vienna University, where he obtained his 
deeree of Doctor of Law and Economics.

Keeping Pets 


WHE keeping of pets ms a valuable part of home 
‘| life ic ws one of those educative mflucnces 
on the child and adolescent that have unfor- 
tunately been allowed to lapse in the stress of 
modern life In the past, no home was considered 
compicte wi hout domesi« pects But the modern 
child can stil find a great deal of the happiness 
and character trainmg im looking after his own 
cat or dog 
Nor, of course, us the choice of pet limited to 
the familiar quadrupeds: if a child ts daily obliged 
to feed goldfishes and periodically to give them 
fresh water, he, too, will learn those lessons of 
dependability that are so badly needed to-day 
We sce many depressing mstances ol young 
people entering imto marriage without the least 
Jesire to accept the responsibility i entails, that no 
means of correcting irresponsibility should be 
neglected. But while the keeping of pets ts acknow- 
ledeed to be very good for the children iu must 
not be undertaken im the spirit of a sort of Sandow 
exercise for the human character. There is, in the 
proper consideration of animals, a really vital 
ethical principle. Our Rabbis taught us to feed our 
animals before we fed ourselves. Quite obviously 
this precept originated because the sages perceived 
im the very helplessness of dumb creatures an 
obligation upon those gifted with speech and 
expression And although this might form arn 
admirable means of refining the human character 
it also affirms the sacredness of all creation 


Care and Understanding 


if children are taught trom an early age to 
regard animals trom that aspect they will come to 
a more reverent attitude towards hie Chhidren 
should theretore neve! de allowed to treat 
animals as though they were mere toys. They must 
consider animals their pets from much more than 
their own personal angle. In the care of domestic 
animals a vital part is continuity of treatment lo 
make a fuss of a dog when tt first arrives: and 
subsequently allow it to be neglected 1% a most 
refined cruclty and, moreover, a sure means ol! 
rumme both the dog's character and its health 
it should be given a charter.of rights, which must 
include a warm and dry bed, regular and properly 
prepared food, exercise, and the bestowal upon 
it of that love and attention which = animals 
ilways expect trom. mankind. A dog that 1s con- 
Stantliy shooed out of everybody's Way that i» 
continually treated aS a nutsance, will in time 
become a nuisance, both in tts habits and its 
behaviout In fact. animals constitute an acid (est 
on the behaviour of those who tend them. They 
respond readily to kindness and, while they need 
firmness in their direction, they resént cruelty and 
injustice 

lt. never wise to. allow a child to acquire a 
dog and then for him to hand over the more 
wduous part of us care to somebody elise li 18 
by constantly for his pet that the real 
relationshin between child and animal will be 
established 

At the present time, dogs, like so many others 


things we want, are very expensive But Wt 1s 
always worth buying a dog irom a reputabie home, 
even if you pay sightly more. It -will pay you 


io buy a good dog, preferably one. with an 


accredited pedigree, than just to pick up something 
haphazard. Of course there are plenty of good 
and fauhful mongrels, whose masters would neve: 
part with them, but, generally speaking, a dog of 
one deceuded breed 1s preferable. 

Dogs should be fed at the same time cach day. 
This can be arranged to suit the familys con- 
venience. and is usually desirable around mid-day. 
li you give the dog its principal meal at night i 
may sleep so heavily that it will tal to act as the 
vuard you want it to be Dogs need meat and 
should have their own ration of dog meat every 
day But they want green vegetables too, and ut 1s 
best to save some of the outer leaves of cabbages 
or cauliflowers that are being prepared for. the 
family, shred these finely and add them to the 
meat while cooking Always keep a_ separaic 
saucepan for cooking the dog's food, and keep this 
regularly cleaned. Well-kept dogs dislike dirt as 
much as do well-kept human beings. A dog with 
long hair requires caretul and constant grooming. 
and even the short-haired dog needs a daily brush 
it « far more important to brush dogs than Wf 4s 
to bath them (this should be undertaken only in 
very warm weather and very occasionally) 

Cais are less trouble to keep in the home, but 
they provide far less companionship, They, too,

HENDON HEBREW SCHOOL 


Rabbi Kopul Rosen on Importance of 
Jewish Education

Jewish cducation was the only force for the sus 
vival ot Judarnm, declared Rabbi Kopul Rosen 
when he presided at the annual distribution of 
prizes last week to the pupils of the Hendon 
Synagogue Hebrew School in the Sol. Cohen 
Memorial Hall, Ralewh Close, N.W.4. Mrs. Rosen 
distributed the prizes. 

Mr. Janus Cohen, Chairman of the Hebrew 
School, said that since his appormtment as the 
Principal Rabbi of the Federation of Synagogues, 
Rabi Kopul Rosen had brought the Federation 
into a State of cultural activity hitherto unknown 

The headmaster of the classes. Mr. L. Gordon, 
in his report, stated that they had 133 boys and 
61 guts on the roll Insufhcrent accommodation 
prevented many more from attending. In one class 
intended tor 30 pupils there were 46 

Rabbi Kopul Rosen said many parents declared 
that they wanted thei children to possess Jewish 
knowledge and Jewish scholarship provided u did 
not interfere with the child's career. Many wanted 
ther children to be everything the non-Jewish 
children were and would agree to give thew child

COL. E. C. 0. HENRIQUES 


Long Services to Manchester 


By the death last Sabbath of Col. Edward Cecil 
Quixano Henriques, J.P., at the age of 68, 
Manchester Jewry loses a worker who gave 
nearly half a century's services to communal 
organisations 

Col. Henriques thus maintained a long family 
tradition of communal work. Speaking at a comph- 
mentary dinnet given to him in 1939 to mark 40 
years’ service to the Manchester Jewish Lads’ Brigade 
and Club, he recalled that over 100 years ago his 
great-grandfather had been President of the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews. 

[he leading local communal office, Presidency of 
the Counc! oO} Manchestet and Salford Te ws. Was 
occupied by Col. Henriques in 1942-43. He succeeded 
(after the office had been left vacant for six months) 
the tate Nathan Laski and was im turn succeeded 
by Alderman (then Councillor) Moss after a close 
contest, im which he polled 6! votes against 

Ihe deceased was President of the Manchester 
Jewish Board of Guardians for scveral years. a 
member of the executive of the local branch of the 
Trades Advisory Council, and a Vice-President of 
the T.A.C.’s National Council. 

He was born in Manchester and educated at the 
Manchester Grammar School. In the 1914-18 war 
he served as a major in the Royal Engineers, and 
up to the trme of his death he commanded the 2nd 
In the 
recent war he was a Divisional Warden in the 

service 

Col. Henriques was keenly interested in youth 
movements. He was on the East Lancashire Cadet 
Committee, Chairman of the Salford Probation 
“_ommiuttec, member of the Juvenile Panel of the 
Salford City Court and Magistrates Association. and 
of the Ministry of Lubour Juvenile Advisory Com- 
mittee, Salford, and the Manchester and Salford 
Youth Committees 

He was Vice-President of the North Salford 
Conservative Association and a former Chairman 
ot the Engineers’ Club in Manchester He was 
awarded the M.B.E. in June of last vea:

ANTI-BRITISH REBEL GETS ARAB 
LEAGUE POST 


Ihe Syrian Government has appointed Fawzi e! 
Kaukadji Military Attaché to the Arab League, 
according to Arab press reports. From the appoint- 
ment it appears that the Arab States intend to 
establish joint military headquarters. 

Kaukadji is the Mufti’s henchman and the Arab 
rebel leader who organised the 1936-1939 revolt in 
Palestine and took a leading part in the Lragq anti- 
British rebellion in 1941. He then fled to Germany 
where he stayed until his recent return to Syria. 
The ‘plane in which he travelled stopped at Lydda 
airport in Palestine for over an hour, but although 
there 1s a warrant and reward for his arrest, he 
was not apprehended. Riots, resulting in the 
deaths of 14 Arabs and the wounding of 50 others, 
broke out on his arrival in Syria.
